LOLETA DAWSON FYAN

Born in Iowa, the richest farm state in the 
United States, it is logical that Loleta Daw- 
son Fyan should eventually have pointed her 
professional concern toward better library 
service for people in rural areas in Michigan. 
Her grandmother De Groat was a real pio- 
neer, who made frequent all day trips to Du- 
buque, with horse and buggy, to get corn 
for the farm. Politics and government, an- 
other facet of her interest, began when less 
than a year old she made her first trip to 
Washington, D. C., where her father, Albert 
Foster Dawson, became secretary to the 
Congressman from his district. This was just 
the beginning of a close connection with our 
national capital, for soon her father was him- 
self elected to Congress, and these trips be- 
came annual events. She remembers very 
vividly meeting President Theodore Roose- 


velt, who complimented her “on the roses in 
her cheeks,” talking with President William 
Howard Taft, and of roller skating down 16th 
Street to the White House when she was 
about ten years of age! 

While at Wellesley College, where she ma- 
jored in biology and music, she explored the 
idea of an assistantship in a science labora- 
tory. Here she was president of Student 
Government Council, her initial experience in 
organization activity! By now her family 
had moved to Davenport, Iowa, where her 
father was president of the first National 
Bank in the United States. On her return 
home after graduation she “took a fling” at 
teaching a room of 4th grade boys at the Sol- 
diers Orphans’ Home, a very old school, dat- 
ing back to the Civil War period. It was an 
interesting experience, but she knew at once 
that this would no longer be her first choice. 

As a member of the local library board her 
father suggested an interest in this profession. 
Even though she started out mending books, 
the library proved perfect for her interest. 
Soon she graduated figuratively and literally 
into a position as librarian of its extension 
department. Old Davenporters still like to 
tell about the time when she beat a local bus 
strike! To make her routine rounds of school 
libraries she commandeered the side car of 
a motor cycle used by the library for deliv- 
ering books, and traveled in it from school 
to school. In the fall of 1919 her choice was 
made, and she entered “the war class” of 
Western Reserve University Library School 
in Cleveland, graduating with top honors! 

In 1921 Adam Strohm, librarian of the 
Detroit Public Library, appointed her as head 
of the Wayne County Library, newly created 
the previous year, and one of the very early 
county libraries. This was a real challenge 
for a young librarian—starting with an initial 
appropriation of $10,000, a half time assist- 
ant, and a Ford car, which she learned to 
drive, she began to deliver books to stations 
all over the area. This was a very rural ex- 
perience, filled with many humorous episodes 
as she stopped at farm homes, and often met 
travelling salesmen, who would ask her what 
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her line was! From its pioneer beginning she 
was destined to see this library grow to one 
of the largest county library systems, with a 
series of branches, a fleet of cars, and a staff 
of 100 librarians and assistants. 

It was in this period that Loleta Dawson 
met and married Clarence Edward Fyan, 
better known to all his friends as ““Ted”—she 
attributes much of her professional success to 
his inspiration and devotion, and has felt his 
loss very keenly, since his passing in 1954. 

While president of the Michigan Library 
Association in 1934-35, a new legislative 
program was planned, in which Loleta Fyan 
participated actively. Two important library 
laws were passed in 1937, which supplement- 
ed each other, the one created a State Aid 
grant for Public Libraries, and the other pro- 
vided for a non-partisan State Board for Li- 
braries, which would be responsible for state 
development and set standards for libraries 
and librarians in Michigan, determine the 
policies of the State Library, and appoint a 
professionally trained State Librarian. The 
first State Board was appointed in 1938, im- 
mediately difficulties arose with the refusal of 
the incumbent politically appointed State Li- 
brarian to vacate her office. This led to the 
Board’s requesting the Wayne County Li- 
brary to loan Mrs. Fyan for a year to take 
charge of their newly created Extension, State 
Aid and Travelling Libraries Division, which 
they located temporarily in a bank building 
in Lansing. 

In 1939 no funds were appropriated for a 
two-year period, so this state service could 
not be continued, but in 1941, the situation 
cleared with the election of a new Governor, 
who fulfilled his pre-election promise “to 
the Michigan Library Association, a definitely 
non-political organization” by appointing a 
new State Board, “which successfully chose 
Loleta Fyan as the first trained, experienced 
State Librarian, who entered on her duties 
with the unanimous, sincere liking and re- 
spect of Michigan Librarians.” 

Space does not permit too many experi- 
ences in the years which followed, but one 
calamitous and dramatic episode must be 
mentioned. In 1951, at a time when Mrs. 
Fyan was president-elect of the American 
Library Association, she had a tragic blow, 
when a two day fire swept the State Office 
Building, where the State Library was 
housed. While the firemen were still battling 
the flames, wearing an Army heimet she was 
the first woman allowed to re-enter and in- 
spect the building. Through the wreckage 
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she strode, and described the loss as one of 
the greatest library catastrophes in recent 
American history. With her usual energetic 
organization 100,000 frozen and _ water 
soaked books were finally removed and 
thawed out in a nearby school gymnasium, 
loaned for the emergency. At least 50,000 
books had to be discarded, but by summer 
the State Library was in temporary quarters, 
and was trying to serve the state with busi- 
ness as usual. 

In addition to her responsibilities as State 
Librarian Mrs. Fyan serves also as Secretary 
to the State Board for Libraries. In 1941 
there were just two units, the State Library 
and the Law Library, but now in 1961 the 
state service has expanded to include five lo- 
cations in Lansing, a branch at Escanaba in 
the Upper Peninsula, the Library for the 
Blind in Saginaw, and a project headquarters 
at White Cloud. A few statistics should be 
included here to show the tremendous growth 
of the State Library services during Mrs. 
Fyan’s twenty year regime. There were 33 
employees in July, 1941, as compared to ap- 
proximately 100 now on the staff. The budg- 
et was $65,804 in 1940-41, while today in 
1960-61, the appropriations from State funds 
are $578,919 and from Federal funds $212,- 
885. In general salaries have nearly tripled. 


One of the most outstanding accomplish- 
ments of 1960 has been the presentation of 
a tentative State Wide Plan for Public Li- 
brary Service, the result of a continuous two 
year study by a committee appointed by the 
State Board for Libraries in which Mrs. Fyan 
participated actively, and which has formed 
the basis for discussion at all types of library 
meetings in Michigan this past year. 

Loleta Fyan has been an active member 
and held many offices, both state and nation- 
al, in her professional organizations, as well 
as joining cultural and civic groups in her 
community. She has written numerous pro- 
fessional articles, in addition to those in li- 
brary publications to mention just two, an ex- 
cellent article on State Libraries in the En- 
cyclopedia Americana and Your State Li- 
brary Belongs to You in Stefferud’s Wonder- 
ful World of Books. 

In her limited recreational time, she en- 
joys gardening, music and the theatre, and 
especially likes “bird watching” in the early 
morning hours! Although she is retiring at 
the State Library in April, she is still active 
as President of the American Association of 
State Libraries, and a member of the Library 
Advisory Committee to the U. S. Commis- 
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sioner of Education. One can be sure that 
she will continue to find new horizons, which 
will beckon her! 

In conclusion, I will revert to June, 1951, 
when Loleta Dawson Fyan was installed as 
the new president of the American Library 
Association in Chicago, at its 75th Anniver- 
sary Conference. It seems fitting that she 
should have participated so actively during 
that particular year when their program was 
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concerned with Our American Heritage, since 
her grandparents came up the Erie Canal 
from New York state to become pioneer set- 
tlers in Clinton, Iowa. Her inaugural speech 
gives an excellent impression of her personal 
and professional philosophy by suggesting 
that in library work a tapestry of services is 
woven every year, with various colors inter- 
mingled, and the pattern will only emerge 
clearly if every thread is strong and true.

The Achievement of Robert Lowell: 1939-1959, by 
Jerome Mazzaro. Workers in the field of modern 
poetry, and especially those interested in Pulitzer- 
prize winner Robert Lowell, will be pleased to see Mr. 
Mazzaro’s full-scale bibliography. The book describes 
eight books by Lowell and four books containing his 
original contributions; and lists 111 individual poems, 
mainly in periodicals, giving the Lowell books in 
which they reappear, and 16 articles, notes, and re- 
views, plus four letters. In addition, under three head- 
ings of bibliographical, biographical, and critical, there 
are 205 items, including reviews of Lowell’s writ- 
ings. While professional bibliographers may be an- 
noyed at many faults in the compilation—improper 
title-page transcriptions, use of wrong type, lack of an 
index, illogical arrangement, a few inaccurate titles, 
missing page numbers, and the like—others may not 
be so fussy. For the book is certainly useful, a con- 
tribution to scholarship, and an addition to Hugh B. 
Staples’s checklist of Lowell in the 1959 Harvard Li- 
brary Bulletin. Mr. Mazzaro’s achievement is wel- 
come. *w.w.

Before 
Professor Haig (of the University of Illinois) writes 
at the end of this well-documented and detailed ac- 
count of a famous British daily, “The profession of 
journalism had come of age,” he shows how The 
Gazetteer grew from a Walpole-subsidized organ to a 
news medium supported by advertising, and how the 
editor became the real guide of the paper’s destinies. 
Such is the history of newspapers: from a kept press 
to a free press, from printer-proprietor to editor. Of 
course specialists in the 18th century or in the history 
of English journalism will mainly be interested in this 
intelligent volume on sixty-two years in the life of a 
single daily paper—a very long life for its day. At- 
tractively designed by Andor Braun, this work is all 
such a study should be. *w.w.

Robert Nathan: A Bibliography, by Dan H. Lau- 
rence. Author of such short novels as Journey of 
Tapiola and Portrait of Jennie, Robert Nathan has had 
phrases like “master of a single mood . . . of exquisite 
whimsy,” “delicate prose and satirical fantasy,” “gen- 
tle wisdom” and “formal beauty” applied to him and 
his writing. He has been on best-seller lists and not 
ignored by critics, and he has been “collected” by 
those who do not regard “minor” as an opprobrious 
label. Thus Dan Laurence’s well done bibliography 
will be eagerly welcomed. It describes 44 books and 
pamphlets by Mr. Nathan (plus British editions and 
some reprints) and 19 books to which he made con- 
tributions; and there is a further listing of 207 peri- 
odical contributions (and their reprinting elsewhere), 
29 works in translation into 13 languages, and 22 
musical contributions. There is an index of first lines 
of Mr. Nathan’s poems, and a general index. I wish

Shakespeare Survey 13; edited by Allardyce Nicoll. 
As usual in this well-edited annual survey, the ma- 
jority of the essays deal with a major theme or play, 
in this volume King Lear. Two deal with the al- 
ways controversial last act. In the initial essay, J. 
Stampfer considers the difficulties of interpreting 
Lear’s last speech, together with its bearing on the 
interpretation of the play as a whole. Leo Kirsch- 
baum examines in detail the development of the char- 
acter of Albany from an indecisive figure in the early 
scenes to a dominant one in the last act opposing the 
forces of evil. Other essays include that of Kenneth 
Muir on Lear’s madness, that of Barbara de Men- 
donca on Gorboduc as a source for Lear, and that of 
Winifred M. T. Nowottny on the play’s style. D. G. 
James shows to what extent John Keats was influ- 
enced by King Lear. Two essays deal with the stag- 
ing of the play—Arnold Szyfman from the standpoint 
of a producer and W. M. Merchant on the costum- 
ing of Lear through the centuries. On more general 
topics, Ernest Schanzer analyzes the marriage con- 
tracts in Measure for Measure; E. W. Ives provides a 
character study of a seventeenth century jester, and 
F. P. Wilson continues his investigations of Elizabe- 
than social ife. An interesting attempt to prove a 
sketch found in the Henslowe papers is that of an 
Elizabethan stage is made by R. A. Foakes and R. T. 
Rickert. And Richard Hosley evaluates the evidence 
for the existence of a music room at the Globe Thea- 
ter. Scholars should be reminded, of course, of the 
Survey’s most valuable contribution—namely, the re- 
views of the year’s contributions to Shakespearean 
scholarship by Bernard Harris, R. A. Foakes and 
James G. Manaway. While not all-inclusive, the 
important trends in criticism and research are noted 
and short critical summaries are made of many es- 
says. Included, as usual, are the International Notes 
and a list of the 1958 Shakespearean productions, 
followed by reviews by John Russell Brown of the 
productions at London and Stratford (England). The 
Canadian and American festivals are considered brief- 
ly in the International Notes, but because of their in- 
creased scope and importance, it is to be hoped that 
Mr. Nicoll will see fit to amplify this in future edi- 
tions.

Studies in Bibliography: Papers of the Bibliographi- 
cal Society of the University of Virginia, Volume 
Fourteen; edited by Fredson Bowers. This latest col- 
lection of bibliographica from Charlottesville con- 
tains ten articles and fourteen notes, ranging from the 
16th century to the 20th, with the longer pieces even- 
ly divided between English and American literature. 
For the first time since Professor Bowers began edit- 
ing SB, not a single item deals with Shakespeare; 
although there is an essay on Beaumont and Fletcher, 
and a note on Robert Greene. If the essay on Frank- 
lin’s Almanacs is mainly on “Poor Richard’s” creator 
as printer-publisher and the piece on the American 
Quarterly Review is a list of contributors, Francis 
Russell Hart’s article on Lockhart’s Scott takes a 
wider view and justifies its subtitle “The Dynamics of

Biographical Reticence,” and James B. Colvert’s pres- 
entation of 41 Ellen Glasgow letters to her agent 
shows a determined, talented, poised novelist who 
knew precisely what she was about. As expected, the 
notes are mainly for specialists; but G. E. Bentley’s 
“Thomas Taylor’s Biography” tells us a little more 
about the obscure Platonist who influenced the Ro- 
mantic poets, and Elizabeth Barrett’s letters to the 
journalist R. Shelton Mackenzie (edited by David 
Bonnell Green) give a glimpse of her humor, fem- 
ininity, and opinions.

The Years and Hours of Emily Dickinson, by Jay 
Leyda. This virtual day-by-day chronicle of American 
literature’s enigmatic personality comes as we aiso 
get Thomas H. Johnson’s distinguished one-volume 
Complete Poems of Emily Dickinson (Little, Brown), 
our best critique of her verse, Charles R. Anderson’s 
Emily Dickinson’s Poetry: Stairway of Surprise (Holt, 
Rinehart and Winston), and the perceptive Emily 
Dickinson: Three Views, by poets Archibald MacLeish, 
Louise Bogan, and Richard Wilbur. Jay Leyda, 
whose Melville Log established a new technique, gives 
us “not a substitute for biography; it presents ma- 
terials without attempting to build them into a com- 
prehensive structure ... [the aim is] to get at the 
truth.” After the ridiculous misreadings of Emily’s 
poetry and the distortions of biographers—except for 
George F. Whicher and Millicent Todd Bingham—Mr. 
Leyda’s impressive compilation is the most important 
contribution, apart from her own letters and poems, 
ever assembled. He begins his amazing collection of 
MSS and printed sources with the marriage of Emily’s 
parents in 1828 and ends with her funeral in 1886; 
he adds sketches of people around her and a note on 
other Emily Dickinsons of Amherst. His disarming 
introduction explains: “The tiniest scrap of biographi- 
cal fact might be the very detail needed to grasp a 
cluster of association, the missing piece in the puzzle 
[to reveal] a major theme or continuity in the 
poems.” One quote—from ED’s last physician—will 
have to suffice: he reported, piteously, the only exam- 
ination his patient would permit: “she would walk by 
the open door of a room in which I was seated—Now, 
what besides mumps could be diagnosed that way!” 
ED had to be prostrate and unconscious before her 
doctor could care for her. The two-volume set is as 
beautifully produced and bound as it is skillfully and 
painstakingly edited. *W.w.

This bibliography as it stands is, of course, incomplete. Patchen has published in many “fugi- 
tive” magazines, and it seems impossible to find everything that he printed in these magazines 
since they are not yet properly indexed. 

This “fugitive” quality of Patchen’s work is evident even in editions of his books. Since they 
are often privately printed, they are sometimes not in the Library of Congress Catalog or other 
lists of printed books, and also they are not often reviewed in the larger newspapers. For instance, 
I found but one review of The Journal of Albion Moonlight, probably his most important prose 
work. The “privacy” of these books is evident too, as the only foreign language editions I found were 
of See You In The Morning, a “commercial” novel, published by fairly large firms in Sweden, 
Italy, and France. (There are also two Scandinavian translations of some of his shorter work listed.) 

The bibliography is divided into two parts: (1) Works, with both books and periodical works 
placed in chronological order, with reviews and translations; (2) Writings about Patchen, includ- 


ing articles, chapters in books, and portraits in chronological order.

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EDWARD TAYLOR: A Selected Bibliography

The discovery by Thomas Johnson of the manuscript poems of Edward Taylor (16452-1729) 
in 1935 in the Yale University Library brought to the attention of scholars and students of Am- 
erican literature the work of this New England Puritan who was born in Leicestershire, England 
and then emigrated to Boston in 1668 because of his staunch Congregational beliefs. Having 
graduated from Harvard with a Bachelor of Arts in 1671, he was called to a parish in Westfield, 
Massachusetts where he acted as pastor and physician until his death. During his lifetime he 
wrote slightly unorthodox religious verse with a sensuous and metaphysical appeal akin to that 
of contemporary English poets. While he stipulated that his poetry not be published, it came 


into the hands of Ezra Stiles, his grandson and president of Yale University, who deposited Tay- 
lor’s manuscripts in the library there. 


Taylor has enjoyed a certain acclaim as an important figure in American literature by such 
critics as Howard Mumford Jones, Austin Warren, Kenneth Murdock, and Perry Miller. In The 
Literary History of the United States, Robert Spiller terms him “the greatest poet of New Eng- 
land before the nineteenth century.” 


The following is a comprehensive bibliography of critical research on Edward Taylor done in 
the United States since 1935. One article on Taylor which has appeared in an Italian journal 
is listed below (no. 30). Prior to 1935 there had been no critical comment on Taylor’s poetry. 
Biographical material on Taylor before this time, however, is contained in Johnson’s Edward Tay- 
lor: Poetical Works (no. 1). Anthologies and textbook material are omitted from this list.

We owe the first bibliography of Edward Taylor to 
Lewis Leary who listed the information available to 
him in his Articles on American Literature — 1900- 
1950 (Durham, North Carolina, 1954). It is by means 
of this guide that students have been introduced to 
the poetry of Edward Taylor. It should be noted, 
however, that the article by Allan Macdonald, “A 
Sailor Among the Transcendentalists,” is not about 
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Reverend Edward Taylor, the poet (ca. 1645-1729) but 
about Reverend Edward Thompson Taylor (1793- 
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1871), chaplain of the seamen making port in Boston.

RICHARD WHATELY IN THE UNITED STATES: 


A Partial Bibliography

Throughout the history of our nation much of our culture as well as most of our political, 
economic, and social thought has been imported from other countries. Often the imported item 
has been treated as raw material to be refined into something uniquely American. When this 
happens the problem of sorting the original American contributions from the imported item is 
difficult. 

In an effort to assess the influence on the United States of Richard Whately (1787-1863), 
the English logician and theologian, the following bibliography of the United States editions of 
Whately’s works has been compiled. This list is the result of the examination of the major book 
catalogs and the holdings of a number of the libraries in Southern California made while I was 
teaching at a college in that area. 

For two major reasons this bibliography must be viewed as incomplete. First, a number of 
the libraries searched contained editions not listed in any of the catalogs which were examined. 
Second, the inconsistency among some of the items suggests that the list is incomplete. For 
example, two printings of the third edition of Easy lessons on reasoning are listed, but no record 
of U.S. printing of the second edition has been found. In spite of the obvious gaps in this bib- 
liography it is now being published in the hope that response will add a number of items to the 


list.

THE BIBLICAL NOVEL, 1900-1959: A Preliminary Checklist 


By BEN SIEGEL

The Biblical novel is easily the most abused and undervalued subform of the much-maligned 
historical-fiction genre. A good deal of this negative criticism is warranted, for many “Biblical” tales 
admittedly are carelessly researched, shoddily constructed potboilers aimed at highly receptive Hol- 
lywood and quasi-religious markets. But others are the result of wide scholarship and literary skill, 
and occasionally—as with Mann’s Joseph novels—even genius. In any event, the growing corpus of 
twentieth-century Biblical Novels in English (originals and translations) merits more serious and 
objective critical attention than it has received thus far. 

This checklist is merely the preliminary step for a critical study of the Biblical novel in which 
Iam now engaged and is not to be considered definitive. Some titles undoubtedly have been missed, 
while others have been omitted as “marginal.” (Privately printed works also have been omitted. ) 
Conversely, several titles here included might well have been omitted by another compiler for the 
same reason. I have attempted to include only those works which may be defined as “novels” 
and in which a character (or characters) significant to the central plot is identifiable as a personage 
mentioned either in the Old or New Testament. And when not specified in the title, this character 
is indicated in parentheses at first listing.

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ALFRED NORTH WHITEHEAD (1861-1947): A Partial Bibliography

The centennial year of Alfred North Whitehead’s birth will undoubtedly stimulate further 
scholarly interest in his mathematical, scientific, educational, and philosophical writings. The fol- 
lowing bibliography, while not exhaustive, covers most of his writings and the writings about him 


to September, 1960. 


Alfred North Whitehead’s father, an Anglican minister, was head of a private school at Rams- 


gate, England, where the son was born on February 15, 1861. Young Whitehead attended the 
Sherborne School where he won the Digby Prize in mathematics and science three years in suc- 
cession, and where he was captain in football and cricket events. He entered Trinity College, 
Cambridge University, in 1880, became in turn a scholar, fellow, assistant lecturer, and lecturer 
in mathematics and theoretical physics until 1914. He taught these same subjects at University Col- 
lege, London, from 1914 to 1924, and came to the United States as Professor of Philosophy at 


Harvard University from 1924 until his retirement in 1938. He died on December 30, 1947. 

Whitehead collaborated with his famous pupil, Bertrand Russell, in a major work, Principia 
Mathematica. Whitehead’s system of thought, called “the most large-minded synthesis since Hegel,” 
has marked a new trend in scientific and philosophical construction. 
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In the history of art there are many examples of stories (factual or fictional) told by means of 
a series of pictures or carvings. Most tourists in Rome have seen that monument of the second 
century, Trajan’s Column, around which runs a spiral band (660 feet long, according to Herr 
Baedecker) of reliefs illustrating the Dacian Wars. In the temple of Boro-Budur in Java there 
are more than a thousand bas-reliefs depicting the life of the Buddha, probably dating from the 
ninth century. Sometime after the year 1066, the work of art which is now known as the 
Bayeux Tapestry was made for a French cathedral. This is a strip of linen 230 feet long on 
which are embroidered 79 scenes relating to the invasion of England by William the Con- 
queror. In the twelfth century a Japanese artist, Toba Sojo, covered a 36-foot scroll with a pic- 
torial story of animals on a picnic. About the year 1733 Hogarth completed the series of paint- 
ings which he called “The Rake’s Progress.” And in 1918 Frans Masereel issued his first story with- 
out words. 


Six of the artists in this check-list may be described as social satirists; Blunt, Gropper, Gross, 
McKie, and Waldman as humorists; and Carroll as an entertainer for small children. Eight of 
the artists tell their stories with drawings. Hyde, Masereel and Ward use woodcuts or wood en- 
gravings, whereas Niickel prefers leadcuts. The books vary in length from Masereel’s Jeunesse 
with only 22 pictures to Gross’s He Done Her Wrong with over 250. 


Indignant readers may protest the absence of their favorite picture books. If so, then like a 
certain famous lexicographer, I can only plead: “Ignorance . . . pure ignorance!” There are, 
however, many books which are not quite suitable for this check-list. For instance, Masereel has 
created several other books of woodcuts without any text. I have examined most of these and 
dare to assert that some are definitely not narratives; others are incomprehensible to me. The 
Life of Christ in Woodcuts by James Reid is a beautiful picture book which contains no words, 
but it is not included because it is not an original story. The Last Flower by James Thurber has 
a line or two of explanation with each picture, altho the parable would be fairly clear without 
any words. The Phantasies of a Prisoner by Lowell Naeve is a striking piece of work. Each 
group of four or more pictures, however, is preceded by a short explanation, without which, in- 
terpretation of many of the pictures would be uncertain. There have been a few newspaper comic 
strips without any dialog. Among those that have been issued as books are The Sad Sack by 
George Baker and Ferd’nand by Mik. Neither of these books, however, is a continuous story, 
but simply a series of brief incidents.
